WASHINGTON apu-Senate M ajor­ 
ity Leader William F. Knowland 
said after a long conference today 
With President Eisenhower that he 
thinks Mr. Eisenhower will support 
a compromise version of the Brick­ 
e r amendment if certain basic legal 
questions can be “ clarified.” 
The Californian and other R e­ 
publican congressional leaders of 
the House and Senate spent more 
than 2 1-2 hours in conference with 
Mr. Eisenhower. 
Knowland said the compromise 
version of the amendment to limit 
the treaty-making powers 
of a 
President 
contains 
one 
section 
which raises legal and constitution­ 
al questions. 
This section, which 
he did not describe, is under study 
at the Justice and State D epart­ 
ments. 
Knowland said he was ‘‘encour­ 
aged by the prospects” for an 
agreem ent on the proposed am end­ 
ment. But he said study of the new 
legal questions raised in the com­ 
promise might require some time. 
Asked how long ne thought the 
Bricker amendment would remain 
before the Senate, he said it w as 
possible that the Senate might dis­ 
pose of it this week, but he also 
cited the possibility that the Senate 
might be working on it two weeks 
from now. 
Sen. John W. Bricker (R-Ohio), 
sponsor of the controversial am end­ 
ment, had announced earlier he 
would accept the compromise if 
the White House would 
But administration sources said 
before the White House meeting 
that the State and Justice Depart 
mcnts had raised serious objec­ 
tions to some of the language. The 
main .sticking point was reported 
to be a clause requiring congres­ 
sional action to give force to ex­ 
ecutive agreements 
between the 
President and foreign nations.
